Subject: "MOANA OF THE SOUTH SEAS" 


It has been said that Robert Flaherty and | 


his work have exerted greater influence on 
_ film-makers and film connoisseurs than any 
other director save D. W, Griffith. 

In the mid-20's, Mr. Flaherty was sent by 
Paramount Studios to the South Seas to film 
Samoan life. In creating "Moana" he mastered 
the most difficult problem faced by documentary 
film-makers, and, incidentally, by anthropolo- 
gists - that of finding his way into the emotion- 
al life of a people entirely new to him. 

"Moana" is a film of the inner meaning, 
in traditional Samoan culture, of such everyday 
pursuits as hunting, fishing, feasting, dancing 
and the ritual of the Tattoo. This is a 16mm 
silent version of Mr. Flaherty's highly respect- 
ed documentary.

Dx. Robert L. Usinger, Research Associ- 
ate in the Academy's Department of Entomology, 
and Dr. Robert I. Bowman, Research Associate 
in the Department of Birds and Mammals, have. 
been named director and co-director of an un- 
precedented scientific expedition scheduled for 
early 1964, Sixty biological and physical 
scientists from various countries will participate 
in a two-month study of the Galapagos Islands — 
of Ecuador, a project conducted by University of 
California Extension under terms of a grant 
from the National Science Foundation, Partici- 
pating in the international project will be the 
Charles Darwin Foundation for the Galapagos 
Island, the Government of Ecuador, and other 
governmental and international agencies. 


Charles F, Hagar, Planetarium Lecturer 
and Assistant Professor of Astronomy, San Fran- 
cisco State College, will be observing the forth- 
coming total solar eclipse in Maine on July 20th. 
Mr. Hagar will be joined by astronomers from 


~ the Boston Museum of Science at Cadillac Moun- 
tain, Acadia National Park, where they will 


photograph the eclipse with telescopes which will 
include time-lapse photography of the moon's 


shadow on earth, Afterward, Mr. Hagar will 


visit the Naval Observatory, Washington D.C, 


and the Dominion Observatory, Ottawa, Canada, © 


to inspect their ea as astronomical time 
services, 

While in the east, Mr. Hagar will also do 
some time-lapse photography of the giant tides 
of the Bay of Fundy, Nova Scotia. The results 
will be incorporated in a Planetarium show 
planned for the autumn, 


Z A hurry-up call from 
Mr. Peter Lo Bianco sent Dr. Earl S. Herald, 
Superintendent-Curator of Steinhart Aquarium, 
scurrying to Pacifica, California to rescue a 
baby harbor seal, which, for one reason or 
another, had been orphaned and observed over a 
period of time by Mr. LoBianco, 

The 22 pound bundle, all grey and soulful 
eyes, was installed in a special tank and placed 
on a schedule of seven force-feedings per day, 
which included three at 7 and 11 p.m. and 
4 a.m. for which various members of the 
Aquarium staff readily volunteered. "Cecelia", 
as she has been christened, is currently on a 
diet of equal portions of whitebait, squid and 
clams put through a grinder several times and 
fortified with cod-liver oil and iodized salt. 

If all signs and portents continue as good 
as at present, "Cissy" will be on display when 
the Aquarium reopens on June 28, 

Harold E. Rolph, 
Jr. of the Morrison Planetarium staff attended a

Planetarium in Philadelphia, May 18 through 22, 


Dr. Edward S. Ross, Curator of the De- 


- partment of Entomology, was a member of a 


small committee of American scientists who 
flew to Tokyo in mid-May to discuss biological 
projects of common interest to Japan and the 
United States. The group, led by Dr. Ernst 
Mayr, Director of the Museum of Comparative 
Zoology at Harvard University, met with Japan- 
ese counterparts at Gotembo on the slopes of 
Mt. Fujiyama. 

On his return, Dr. Ross remarked on the 
widespread popularity which natural history sub- 
jects enjoy in Japan, the fine quality, beautifully 
illustrated, low-cost volumes on the flora and 
fauna of that country (including many for young- 
er readers), and the multitude of supplies

Meet the Staff 


TOM GREEN, Senior Aquarist on the staff of Stein- 
hart Aquarium, is pictured above at Marineland of the 
Pacific in southern California where he underwent a 
training course in the care and feeding of the dolphins 
soon to be on display in their new 63,000 gallon tank 
at the Aquarium. The dolphins, after their arrival, 
will be a particular charge of Tom's, and by the time 
this NEWSLETTER is in the hands of its readers will 
probably be well accustomed to a new home. 


Tom, a native San Franciscan, maintained a 
miniature zoo in his parent's backyard as a child, 
what with fish, frogs, birds, cats, dogs and - not sur- 
prisingly - alligators. After finishing his schooling, 
Tom worked at being a bank employee, a map drafts- 
man and as an express agent, but something was mis- 
sing. After a three-year hitch in the U.S. Army during 
World War II, Tom returned to his last job, but found 
that it no longer was for him. He studied for the 
Civil Service examinations for zookeeper and aquarist, 
and when the results were published, found his name 
high on both lists and had his choice of a new voca- 
tion. He chose fish, and in 1950 was employed as an 
Aquarist on the Steinhart staff where he has been a 
valued employee since. He was appointed Senior 
Aquarist last year. 


Tom's is a hazardous job, what with handling 
recalcitrant alligators, testy turtles, poisonous snakes, 
and meeting up with unpredictable sharks when on 
Scuba-diving collecting trips for the Aquarium. But 
with it all, he evidences a solid affection for the 
animals he deals with in his work, 


Falconry has been a hobby in the past, Tom 
having trained both a duck hawk and a sparrow hawk 
who have made impressive appearances on the 
Academy's "Science in Action". 


With his wife Lelette, who shares his en- 
thusiasm for animals, he makes weekend trips all 
through northern California, At home, he is a rose 
fancier and maintains a gratifying garden in his back- 
yard, 


But back to the dolphins: "We were getting 


along just fine when I left Marineland", he commented. 


"They are still pretty wild, but I think all three of us 
are going to quiet down very soon!"
